In July 
we will send customers a complete Flowering Bulb Cata- 
logue which will also contain some material, like Peonies, 
which can be planted only in autumn. You will find sev- 
eral new varieties in this listing. There are not many 
simply because really worthwhile and truly different new 
plants are rare. We particularly call your attention to 
the Hybrid Peonies on page 9. They are so scarce that we 
cannot deliver them until the fall of 1953 when less 
than 100 will be available for sale. 


WHITE Flower Farm’s Planning & Planting Service for 
local customers was inaugurated last fall. Planning is one 
of the principal concerns of John Tonkin, The Farm’‘s 
General Manager and an expert landscape architect. 
He will work out a landscape plan for your property— 
a project which either can be consummated at once or 
used as a target for an ultimate planting. 

This is no ordinary landscape service—it is a study of 
your home in its environment that will bring out its 
architectural details, not hide them. He can also supply 
you with planting details for a perennial border. Un- 
like ordinary landscape services (they supply plans with- 
out charge if you purchase the material from them) 
there is a nominal charge for this service. It’s better this 
way — you know there is no “loading” charge on the 
planting material you buy to pay for the plan; besides that 
you are under no obligation and can buy your plants or 
trees anywhere. Mr. Tonkin will give you a firm estimate 
ona plan before he makes it. 

Planting means that we will move, reconstruct or plant 
anything you want moved or planted. If you use White 
Flower Farm plants we guarantee the planting through 
the next growing season. 


THE gardener, near or far away, who orders before 
March 1 invariably gets the best service. He gets this 
premium plant stock in the ground earlier because his 
orders are shipped first. He also has a good chance of

getting what he orders—or, if we can’t supply an item 
due to crop failure or some other unforseen circumstance, 
the early orderer knows about it in time to get the needed 
material elsewhere. 


Local customers should order early, too. Our Connect- 
icut, New York and Massachusetts customers will find it 
to their advantage to use the enclosed blue order form 
instead of waiting and coming to the Farm. It might, for 
example, save a trip because we cannot dig on-the-spot 
orders during the busy season. We dig for local orders 
on Monday and Friday for delivery at The Farm Tuesday 
and Saturday, and no exceptions can be made to this 
rule because shipping and planting must be scheduled. 
Of course, Evergreens, Flowering Shrubs and Trees, Roses 
and many of the Flowering Plants are potted in Easimoves 
and they can be carried away easily enough, but bare- 
root stock, because of the reasons above, can be delivered 
only on the days specified. 

We hate to be arbitrary about anything but this busi- 
ness of getting stuff out of the ground, and into it, in 
two short spring and fall months, is a very demanding 
business. If we didn’t make rules like these and stick 
to them it would mean we’d get nothing done, which 
in turn could mean we would have no income taxes to 
pay—which is bad, any way you look at it.

But in between these extremes you get lasting beauty if you pay 
any attention to a perennial border, and, if it’s properly planted, there will 


be a succession of bloom from early spring to late fall. 


For those who prefer a white border we have a white variety of the species 
if it is available in a sturdy form. The range of colored varieties is tremendous 
—we have stayed away from only one color, magenta; it goes with nothing 


including itself. 


Soils for perennial plantings should be well drained, rich in phosphate and 


phosphorus (for root and strong stalk development), moderately rich in 
nitrogen (you want flowers, not great masses of over-grown green leaves). 


Our stock is all top-size and absolutely free from disease.

the shallow roots from heaving. 


Dates of bloom are for Litchfield. For every 100 miles north subtract two 
days; add two for every 100 miles south. We collect mums from all over 
the world; unless otherwise noted these varieties have proved themselves 
hardy in New England which is to say they will winter successfully nearly 
anywhere.

PAEONIAS (Peonies)

All make delightful cut flowers: when cut in heavy bud 
they will open and keep a week in water. Never cut 
more than two-thirds of a bush. Then snip off any seed 
pods that develop on the remaining stems. 


Once established, peonies bloom freely for 25 years 
or more.

More and more gardeners are planting more and more flowering shrub 
borders. They are extremely valuable for screening, take a minimum of care 
and are a truly permanent planting. Careful selection will provide bloom 


throughout the summer. 


Planting: Dig a hole (placing the topsoil on one side) 8 to 10 inches wider 
and deeper than you need to accommodate the roots. Place the plant. Put 
the topsoil in the bottom of the hole. When all the topsoil has been used, 
water thoroughly. Then finish with the subsoil and leave a dish of earth 
about 18 inches in diameter with a 6-inch rim. Fill with water—and fill at 
least once a week during the first summer. If you live nearby you might 
want Easimove shrubs—they’ve been grown in their own ample tarpaper pots.

A fine group of shrubs that are sun-loving but able to 
withstand almost any abuse in location and soil condition.

YOUR LAWN 


Don’t think that all there is to a nice lawn is fine-grading 
the site, planting the grass, watering it and mowing it. 
Maintaining a good lawn requires care and money— 
lots of both—and if you haven’t the time and don’t want 
to spend the money, the best advice you can take is to 
just cut the natural grass (and weeds) you can’t keep 
from coming up, anyway. 

On the other hand, if you are after a deep velvety 
turf follow these directions. 


New Lawns 


Be sure you have six inches of topsoil; topsoil rich In humus 
(old manure dug in). Don’t fool around testing it for acidity— 
put on 25 pounds of lime per 1000 square feet. (Too much 
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lime will give you too much clover.) Rake in the lime, and 
water the area. Don’t be in a hurry about seeding—you want 
the freshly dug soil to settle. Then put on 50 pounds of 0-10-10 
commercial fertilizer. (This means you have no nitrogen, except 
that already in the soil, but you do have plenty of phosphorus 
and potash for root and body strength.) Rake it finely and 
water the area some more. 

After you can’t stand the look of the barren ground any 
longer rake it lightly. Then seed. Put the seed on so thickly 
that the formerly barren ground looks as if it had been heavily 
salt-and-peppered—like a lamb chop. Then, and this is im- 
portant, drag it. Drag it lightly about three times, round and 
round and up and down. This will cover 80 percent of the 
seed to the proper depth—the rest will be too deep or on the 
surface but you can’t do anything about it. Then roll it. (Don’t 
worry about foot marks or indentations; they can be filled in 
later.) And keep it damp. Cut it when grass is about 3 inches 
high and set your mower as high as it will go. (The seed to 
use? If you don’t buy ours, buy what is sold as “Shady Lawn” 
seed. These mixtures contain better grasses than run-of-mill or 
so-called sunny-location grass mixtures.) 

At this point all you have Is a very young lawn. It should 
be cut three times a week and your mower should never be 
set lower than 154-2 inches—the latter is better. Do not pick 
up the cut grass. You’ll get some crab grass the first July but 
don‘t worry about it. After the fall rains start, sprinkle the 
grass with about 5 pounds of seed per 1000 square feet. Then 
take a bamboo lawn broom and rake the whole area hard. 
Roll, and if the rains fail, keep wet. This will give you thou- 
sands of vigorous, small seedling grasses. 

Early the next spring use 25 pounds of Milorganite to 
1000 square feet. (Use a “potato” fertilizer if you can’t get 
Milorganite or some other organic material.) By early we mean 
just after frost or before the grass gets green. Then use three 
pounds of seed per 1000 square feet, broom and roll as above. 
The next August follow the same procedure and ditto every 
spring and August thereafter. 

Quite a job, isn’t it? But your reward is a deep, velvety 
lawn and we thought that was what you were after. 


About Old Lawns 


An old lawn can be refurbished without digging it up. The 
trick here is to seed, broom and roll spring and August year 
after year. (Fertilize each spring and seed spring and fall.) If 
broad-leaved plants like dandelion and plantain are present 
dig them out or kill with 2-4D. 


Notes on Crabgrass 


Crabgrass Is no problem on a well-kept lawn. Heavy, benign 
grasses give Crab no room to get started—an annual, it does 
not germinate until late June or July. It is shallow-rooted and 
simply cannot get started in a thick lawn. In our opinion 
Crabgrass killers (some do actually kill it) are a waste of time 
and money—they cannot substitute for properly kept grass and 
cost more than a good lawn in the long run. 


SPECIAL GRASS SEED 


This mixture is composed mostly of the Fescue race— 
tough, hardy, creeping, shade-resisting grasses. They 
withstand drought better than most grasses, are not 
attacked, like some, by fungus diseases. The mixture is 
available only in the spring and as we stock small quan- 
tities it would be best for you to place your order now 
for spring delivery. As we sell out by June Ist it would 
be a good idea to order enough for your annual late 
August seeding. Use this mixture sparingly but consist- 
ently. It is expensive stuff and unless you are after a 
fine turf you’ll do better with hardware store mixtures.

About Green Thumbs 


There has been a lot of talk over the ages about 
people with green thumbs. According to the talk, 
a person with a green thumb can put a stick in the 
ground and it grows. Fact is this green thumb taik 
is an old wives’ tale. 

There is no trick to growing plants. Any garden 
book brims with advice and so do the Sunday 
supplements. The danger is that a beginner may 
get too much advice. So seek little of it; remember 
that garden soils needn't be perfect (they can be 
built up), remember about sunlight (most plants 
require it), about watering (when it’s dry) — and 
care (spray and weed). Don’t cultivate too much 
because it’s bad on the plants and your back. 

Two partners here never had grown a flower 
before 1939 but shortly flowers were coming out 
of their ears. They looked at their thumbs often; 
never found them green. Quite dirty at times, 
though.

We dig for “carry-away” bareroot orders only on Monday and 
Friday. These orders are ready for Tuesday and Saturday. This is 
a necessary and inflexible rule (applying to both retail and whole- 
sale accounts) during the busy spring and fall seasons. The plant- 
ing of next year’s crops must go on without interruption. 

Orders requiring digging must be paid for in advance. 

No replacements can be made on Easimove plants unless we are 
notified within two weeks. They are healthy, vigorous material when 
purchased from The Sales Center and failures with them are rarely 
traced to the plant. 

No replacements can be made on cut flowers bought at The Sales 
Center. They are guaranteed to be not over 24 hours old and have 
been specially conditioned for at least 12 hours in our refrigerator. 
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
